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INTRODUCTION 


Background 

This  is  the  2nd  edition  of  the  Directory  of  Resources  on  Alternatives  and  Animal  Use  in 
the  Life  Sciences.  It  continues  the  project  that  was  first  conceived  during  a  volunteer 
meeting  of  about  40  interested  persons  who  were  attending  the  1st  World  Congress  on 
Alternatives  and  Animal  Use  in  the  Life  Sciences:  Education,  Research,  and  Testing 
Conference  held  in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  November  14-19,  1993. 

Since  1995,  the  first  edition  has  been  widely  distributed  to  all  parts  of  the  world.  As 
with  most  directories,  the  information  has  become  outdated.  Because  of  the  continued 
interest  in  the  publication,  the  Animal  Welfare  Information  Center  (AWIC)  has  decided 
to  publish  this  2nd  edition.  The  reader  will  find  more  entries  in  this  edition.  But  it  is  not 
a  comprehensive  resource.  With  the  expansion  of  the  world  wide  web,  large  volumes  of 
information  is  being  made  available  daily,  Therefore,  this  edition  will  be  the  last  printed 
version  of  this  document.  It  will  be  placed  on  the  AWIC  website 
(http://www.nal.usda.gov)  with  linkages  to  the  web  addresses  that  have  been 
provided.  Then  it  will  become  a  more  dynamic  document  that  will  be  updated  as 
needed. 

Content  and  Arrangement 

The  directory  is  composed  of  information  regarding:  newsletters,  databases, 
publications,  audio-visuals,  computer  models  and  websites.  Within  those  broad 
categories,  the  organizations  producing  resources  are  listed  alphabetically. 

The  quantity  and  quality  of  information  varies  since  it  is  based  on  information 
voluntarily  provided.

In  total,  ZEBET  has 
answered  947  queries  from  1989  to  1996.
